if true, as it 
is mildly interesting 
but entirely illustrative of 
lengths to which those 
who are, for various and 
reasons desirous of defeating the 
will of the people of the district 
to own their own water supply. 

“The persistent fight that has 
from the very beginning, been 
| wi aged against the Mokelumne pro- 
ject is, however, rather reassur- 
ing. For, if the Mokelumne pro- 
ject were not a g90d one, practic 
ally all of those who heve bern 
and still are fighting it and are 
threatening to continue to fight 
it to the bitter end, would not 
waste any time, effort or money 
opposing it. They would let the 
peeple of the district spend their 
money unopposed, if they thought 
the Mokelumne project were as im- 
practicable as they say they think 
it is. Why shouldn't they? Whét 
would be the use in spending 
money to defeat something that 
would, because it is no good, de- 
feat itself and serve as a_hor- 
rible example in the fight being 
waged by those who are, for one 
reason or another, opposed to the 
public ownership of anything that 
is now privately owned? There- 
fore, the persistent and _ costly 
fight against it is quite reassur- 
ing that the Mokelumne project 
is a good one. 

“The first unit 
Plana-Mokelumne_ water project 
will cost considerably less thun 
$33,000,000. A distributing system 
with necessary extensions may 
cost as much as $25,000,000. A 
complete water system for the 
East Bay District, for some time 
{to come, may, therefore, cost 
something like $58,000,000—let’s 
say $60,000,000, to be very liberal. 

“In 1923, the people of the 
East Bay District paid the East 
Bay Water Company — $3,202,441. 
That sum would pay the interest, 
at five per cent, on the $60,000,- 
000 cost of a complete first unit, 
publicly-owned water supply for 
the East Bay, distributing system 
Jinvluded, and leave $202,441 in 
the District treasury. In 1924, the 
people of the District paid the 
Water Company $3,478,811, which 
would pay the interest on $60,- 
000,000, and leave $478,811 in the 
district treasury... In 1925, the 
company collected $3,694,375 from 
the people of the distrist. That 
sum would pay the interest 
$60,000,000 and leave $694,375 in 
the district treasury. This year, 
1926, we will pay the Water Com- 
pany something like $4,000,000, 
which sum will pay the interest 
on ‘$60,000,000 and leave $1,000.- 
000 over. 

“Stacks of receipted Water Com- 
pany bills are all that the people 
of the district hav. to show fer 
the $10.375,627 they have paic the 
water company in the last three 
sears. And the longer those peo 
ple continue to patronize the water 
company, the larger will grow 
those stacks of receipted Water 
Company bills. 

Practically everybody who 
do so prefers to own his 
jhome, rather than to pay rent, 
and have nothing to show for the 
earner but a constantly- 
growing stack of receipted rent- 
bills, or Water Company bills 
But receipted district water bills 
would.
